Gain in Weight in Last 
Few Weeks.

ORANGE, Va.,. Oct. 11.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today paid an anni- 


versary visit to his mountain lodge 
near here. Early in October a 
year ago, the chief executive and 
Premier Ramsay MacDonald of 
Great Britain sat upon a log in the 
mountains near the camp and be- 
gan a series of conferences upon 
naval arms limitation which led to 
the London naval treaty. 

Arriving there, he went to the 
cottage where Herbert Hoover Jr. 
is taking treatment for tubercu- 
losis. He found his son in an en- 
couraging frame of mind and re- 
porting he had gained weight in 
the last few weeks. It was the 
first time the President had seen 
him since his illness was diagnosed 
several weeks ago. 

Mrs. Hoover, who is suffering 
from a cold, remained in Washing- 
ton. Mr. Hoover was accompanied 
by Mr. and Mrs. John Agnew of 
London, old friends of Lawrence 
Richey, one of the President's sec- 
retaries, and Capt. Joel T. Boone, 
the White House physician, also 
were members of the party.

The National Dairy Show, the 
largest exposition of pure bred dairy 
cattle in the world, opened at The 
Arena yesterday attended by 165,- 
048 persons from. Missouri and 
nearby states who thronged the 
exhibition buildings, where more 
than 1400 cattle are quartered, 
and viewed the various ex- 
hibits, ranging from bantams to 
bulls,. fancy work to milking stools. 

Besides the dairy show, the at- 


tractions include the St. Louis Na- 
tional Horse Show, the National 
Poultry Show and the Women’s 
Home Exposition, Displays include 
equipment for the largest dairies 
down to exhibits of feed and charts 
denoting proper rationing sched- 
ules fo rvarious breeds of dairy 
cattle. 

Vocational agriculture students 
from 30 states participated in the 
opening contest, a cattle judging 
competition, the winners of which 
will not be decided until next week, 
since there are many technical fac- 
tors to be graded. Vocational stu- 
dents also had a judging exhibi- 
tion at the poultry show. Exhibits 
there include yirtually every strain 
of chicken, besides turkeys, ducks, 
geese and show fowl. Rabbits, 
Guinea pigs and other pets also are 
displayed. 

Exhibition of Calves. 

Pure bred calve sowned by 4-H 
club members are housed in a big 
tent adjoining one of the exhibi- 
tion buildings, which flank the 
main Arena, containing the show 
ring, on either side. Clad in over- 
alls, the boys were busy bedding 
their cattle down for the night as 
yesterday’s show drew to a close. 

Illinois and Missouri editors were 
opening day guests. The first 
day was designated a8 Press > 
All-States Day and Vocational 
Students Day. After viewing the 
exhibits, the editors were tendered 
a dinner at the Hotel Chase, re- 
turning to The Arena in time to 
see the events at the evening horse 
show program. 

Some of the finest horses in the 
country are entered in the horse 
show in addition to numerous St. 
Louis entries which have won 
prizes at previous shows. The 
horse show will be held at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon and at 2 and 8 p. m. 
tomorrow. There will be no horse 
show tonight, but the Polish and 
Croatian Sokol Grunwald No. 45 
will present folk dancing, drills and 
gymnastics. 

Cattle on Exhibition. 

The cattle will be on exhibition 
today, but will not parade in the 
main ring. They were led about 


the band, seated high up near the 
roof and some of the dairy cattle 
entries were transported in trucks 
through the downtown streets at 
noon, heralding the opening of the 
show, the supreme court of dairy 
cattle. 


Most of the cattle are veterans 
of the show ring, having exhibited 
at numerous State fairs during the 
past summer. Wrapped in khaki 
blankets and guarded by their at- 
tendants, they were inspected by 
thousands of persons last night 
who filed through the aisles of the 
exhibition buildings. 


Cattle entered in the: competi- 
tion, including Jerseys, Holsteins, 
Guernseys, Brown Swiss, and Ayr- 
shires, will be judged beginning 
Tuesday.

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UNPUBLISHED VERSE 
LONGFELLOW WROTE 


Four Lines He Left on Potter’s 
Wheel Presented to Museum 
With Relic. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—A poem 
written by Henry Wadsworth Long- 
fellow in his boyhood and hither- 
to unpublished has come to light 
through the gift of an eighteenth 
century potter’s wheel to the Mu- 
seums of the Peaceful Arts, Dr. F. 
C. Brown, director, announces to- 
day. ? 

The wheel was in a pottery, in 
Portland, Me., which Longfellow 
often visited during his youthful 
years, and the poem probably was 
written in 1823, when the poet 
was 16. On one of his visits Long- 
fellow wrote these four lines on 
a slip of paper: 

No handicraftman's art 

Can to our art compare: 


e potters make our pots 
Of what we potters are. 


Longfellow placed the slip of pa- 
per on the potter’s wheel and left, 
the donor of the whéel wrote in a 
letter accompanying the gift to the 
museum. The potter found it 
there and was so struck with the 
fragment that he inscribed it in 
clay, which he then fired. The 
plaque bearing the verses was sold 
later and disappeared. 

The wheel and the verses were 
given to the museum by Frederick 
P. Swasey of Portland, Me., and 
his brother, Ambrose.

Boston Convention “Worse Than a 
Subway Riot” the Crimson 
Charges.

$120,000,000 GERMAN CREDIT 
AGREEMENT REPORTED MADE 


Proposal With Foreign Nations 
Subject to Approval by 
Reichstag. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Oct. 11.—The Vossis- 
che Zeitung tonight reported that 
agreements extending foreign cred- 
its of 500,000,000 marks (about 
$120.000,000) to Germany had been 
signed this evening. The agree- 
ments are said to be subject to 
approval by the Reichstag. 

The paper said interest would be 
6.30 per cent. This will be divid- 
ed as follows: Nominal interest of 
4% per cent, plus 1% per cent for 
banks and additional charges of 
0.30 per cent. The interest is to 
be paid semiannually, the paper 
asserts, and the credit is to run 
for two years. 

Inquiries in official quarters re- 
garding reports publighed in the 
United States that Germany had 
asked for a suspension of the 
transfer of certain reparations 
payments was denied here today. 

It was pointed out that such a 
course would be most unlikely in

Cargo of 140 Cans of Alco- 
hol Found on Cruiser 
Moored Near Ste.

Federal prohibition agents, led 
by Deputy Administrator Dillon, 
seized a 76-foot cruiser, equipped 
with two 80-horsepower gasoline 
motors and carrying a cargo of 
140 five-gallon cans of moonshine 
alcohol and 11 men at its mooring 
a mile and a half north of Ste. 
Genevieve in the Mississippi River 
at dawn yesterday. 

The arrest of all of the men 
aboard the cruiser was made with- 


out resistance, although a small 
arsenal of pistols, shotguns and 
rifles was found in the cruiser’s 
cabin. One man escaped by diving 
into the river as the prohibition 
agents started their rush for the 
boat. 

Acting on information that the 
boat was gperating on the Missis- 
sippi near Ste. Genevieve, Dillon 
and his men went there to investi- 
gate early Friday night. After 
tramping up and down the bank of 
the river for several hours the 
agents finally located the  hoat, 
which, when sighted, was moored 
to a 70-foot barge only a mile 
north of the town. 

Later it was moved up stream a 
half mile from the barge and 
shortly after its seizure two large 
trucks were seen to approach the 
spot where it had tied up. The 
trucks were driven rapidly away 
again when the drivers saw the 
agents destroying the cans of alco- 


hol. 
Oargo of Corn Sugar. 

Attached to the cruiser was a 
small fast motor boat, which was 
also seized. On the barge to which 
the boat had been moored when 
sighted ‘was found a cargo of 
1500 sacks of corn sugar. This also 
was seized. 

There were five white men and 
five Negroes aboard when the 
agents boarded the vessel. The 
white men gave their names and 
addresses as Jack Bates, Eliner 
Hass and Charles Jones, all of Chi- 
cago: William Weber, La Salle, Il., 
and Lester Wilson of 5532 Milentz 
street, St. Louis. 

The Negroes said they were Clar- 
ence Porter, cook, Clarence White, 
Ernest White, William Hadley . 
George Montgomery, all of t. 
Louis. All were taken to St. Louis 
and locked up. Warrants will be 
applied for Monday charging them 
with possession of alcohol. 

All of the men told Dillon either 
that they had just gone to work on 
the boat and did not know what 
its cargo of tin cans contained, or 
that they were visitors to the boat 
seeking a game of craps. The 
boats and barge, he said, will be 
brought to St: Louis and he will 
ask for a court order turning them 
over to his department for use in 
cruising the rivers in search of 
liquor law violators. 

A $20,000 Seizure. 

Dillon estimated the value of the 
boats and material seized at $20,- 
000. He said the deck of the crul- 
ser was equipped for sleeping quar- 
ters for a number of men and that 
the cabin, more luxuriously fitted, 
also contained sleeping quarters. 

Dillon searched the cruiser out- 
side and inside but could find no 
name on it or any papers showing 
registration with the marine clerk 
of the Customs office. He said life 
preservers aboard the cruiser were 
marked both with the names “Ma- 
rion” and “Illinois.”

AT FILMING OF MOVIE

Blast Unexpected Violence on Pathe |

FLAGSTAFF, Ariz., Oct. 11.— 
Fifteen persons were injured seri- 
ously, two perhaps fatally, and 26 
others suffered minor hurts in a 
miscalculated explosion of black 
powder and dynamite on a motion 
picture location in Dinosaur Can- 
yon, 15 miles from Cameron, Ariz., 
and 70 miles northwest of here, 
today. 

All but two of the more serious- 
ly injured either were in the Flag- 
staff Hospital or on their way to 
this city in ambulances tonight. 
Two were taken to Tuba City. Of 
the 26 suffering minor injuries, 15 
required medical attention at the 
scene. Physicians went to the lo- 
cation from Flagstaff, the nearest 
settlement of any size. 

The accident occurred during 
the filming of one of the last 
scenes of a desert picture by Pathe 
Studios, Inc. ~

Chicago Public Administrator 
May Object to Slain Gang- 
ster’s Will. 


By the Associated Press, 
PINEVILLE, Ky., Oct. 11.—The 


will of Jack Zuta, Chicago gang- 
ster, was filed for probate here 
today, leaving $52,000 in cash and 
nine pieces of real estate in Chi- 
cago to be divided among rela- 
tives. 

No mention of the value of the 


entire estate is made. Zuta, who 
was shot to death at Delafield, 
Wis., last August, was buried at 
Middlesboro, this county, where a 
cousin, Ike Ginsberg, a merchant, 
resides and where Zuta formerly 
lived. Ginsberg, who brought the 
body here, is named executor in 
the will. 

No bond is required of Ginsberg 
and the will provides that if he 
dted before Zuta that Elly Zoota 
and H. Schoolman were to be exe- 
cutors. Distribution of the estate 
is to be made after it has been 
converted into cash and all just 
claims including funeral expenses 
paid. 

The cash bequests are: Harry 
Zoota, resident of Poland, and Ike 
Ginsberg, Middlesboro, and Thel- 
ma and Francis Zoota, New York, 
$15,000 each; the five Shifman 
sisters, New Castle, Pa., $10,000; 
divided among them; Mrs, R. Zoo- 
ta, address not given, and H. 
Schoolman, Chicago, $3000 each; 
Herbert and Samuel Zoota, New 
York $1000 each. 

A bequest to Elly Zoota is the 
hotel and lease at 919 Madison 
street, Chicago, but the other prop- 
erty is left to be sold for cash.

The statement emphasized that 
. the sole object of any visit by the 
Pensacola to Brazil would be to 
take off Americans. This was in- 
terpreted as indicating the Ameri- 
can government has no intention of 
interfering In any way in the Bra- 
zilian civil strife. 

Assurances that the Brazilian 
government would make every ef- 
fort to protect A..erican lives and 
property were communicated by 
the Brazilian foreign office to the 
Amercan embassy in Rio de Jan- 
eiro.

London says Capone lifted his 
shoulders and exclaimed: “Hypo- 
crites!

And then there are the politicians 
who wear a mask of respectabil- 
ity and who are only crooks. They 
say they despise those they call 
gangsters, but they are glad to take 
their money to fatten their cam- 
paign funds.

Hunt for Bob Fruitless. 

Washburn: sent Investigators to 
Bob’s Broadway office today to 
see if they could discover any- 
thing about his whereabouts. In 
the office, which they said is also 
the office of Metal & Mining, Inc., 
they found Ferdinand Pecora, for- 
mer first assistant District Attor- 
ney, who is Bob's lawyer, and 
George L. Johnson of River Grove, 
Tll.. president of Metal & Mining 
Ine. 

Johnson was unable to tell them 
anxthing about the company, its 
books and records, the where- 
abouts of the-stocks in which it 
dealt or the banks in which it 
made deposits. He said Bob was 
chairman of the conipany and. its 
affairs were completely in his 
hands. He said Russell, who went 
to Chicago with Bob, was the only 
other man who knew anything 
about the company. 

Last Monday, Washburn said, 
an effort was made to subpena 
Bob, but at his offices it was said 
he had gone to Chicago.

In a way, it may be said that Sto- 
kowski is staking his broadcasting 
career on the concert this after- 
noon, He has programmed highly 
impressionistic and vari-colored 
music by Albinez, Debussy, De 
Falla and Ravel, which will require 
eonducting and broadcasting of an 
unusual degree of technical excel- 
lence if reception is not to be dis- 
torted. 

The program includes Albinez’s 
musical description of a holiday in 
Seville. The De Falla work is his 
“El Amor Brujo,” a vivid adapta- 
tion of an old Andalusian gypsy 
story. Incidentally, there are vocal 
passages in this music which will 
be sung this afternoon by Rose 
Bampton, a contralto. The De- 
bussy music is his “Sunken Cathe- 
dral,” a weirdly beautiful setting 
of a legend of the Brefin city that 


the treachery of a jealous woman. 
The Ravel music is his’ Bolero, 
which is a gorgeous and unique 
essay in rhythmic effects. 

Stokowski is depending for the 
success of this concert largely on 
a device invented by himself and 
NBC engineers, which he hopes 
will make it possible to avoid cer- 
tain tonal deficiencies that have 
been noticed in broadcasting by 
symphonic orchestras. The device, 
details of which have been kept 
secret, will place the conductor, it 
is said, in a position to direct the 
orchestra and at the same time 
hear the broadcast as it sounds in 
the home of a listener. He be- 
liceves that through its use he can 
adjust his interpretation of the 
music and the playing of the or- 
chestra to give the finest possible 
effects for the listener and make 
unnecessary the regulation of tone 
and quality and volume by chain 
control-room engineers. It is as. 
serted that this regulation by en- 
gineers has hitherto held symphonic 
orchestra broadcasting to a rather 
dead evenness and has prevented 
listeners from getting the gorgeous 
effects of tone coloring and cres- 
cendo and diminuendo with which 
conductors achieve their most elo- 
quent interpretafions.

In the face of a sharp decline in 
transcontinental and long-distance 
motor travel during the 1930 tour- 


enjoyed a substantial increase in 


{ tourist and vacation business, ac- 


peording to @ survey of canditions 
in that area just completed by the 
Automobile Club of Missouri. 

The cabin camps and: outdoors 
character of the Osarks, modified 
here and there by modern accom- 
modations for those who take their 
“roughing it’ in de luxe fashion, 
were the principal attractions of 
the Ozarks. 

Much of the Ozark tourist busi- 
ness was made up of motorists 
from other parts of Missouri va- 
cationing close to home in their 
own state as well as vacationists 
from states immediately contigu- 
ous to Missouri, such as Illinois, 
Iowa Kansas and Oklahoma. 

It is doubtful if as many tourists 
entered the state from the outside 
in 1930 as in 1929, according to the 
club’s survey, but the aggregate 
amount of money spent by motor- 
ists is believed to be greater by 
reason of the fact that more money 
was spent in Missouri by Missouri- 
ans staying in their own state who, 
in other years drove North, East 
and West for their vacations. 

Last year it was estimated, ac- 
cording to traffic counts by the 
State Highway Department and all 
other available sources of travel 
information, that 6,500,000 motor- 
ists entered Missouri and brought 
into the state sOmé $143,000,000. 

Investigation by the club shows 
that all resort sections of the 
Ozark area handled many more 
guests this year than ever before, 
but that spending was not done on 
a lavish scale by any’ individual 
parties. What lacked in lavish 
spending was more than made up 
by greater numbers of motorists 
spending on a conservative scale. 

The club’s survey includes the 
accumiated data gathered through- 
out the summer by Keith McCanage, 
former State Fish and Game Com- 
missioner, now editor and pub- 
lisher of the Auto Club’s Special 
Edition of “Where to Go in the 
Ozarks.” .McCanse, in connection 
with the preparation of his 1931 
Ozark book, fished and camped 
from oné end of the Ozarks to the 
other and probably talked to more 
campers, tourists and resort pro- 
prietors than anyone elke in the 
State in the past five months. 

“T read in the papers and talk to 
my guests, and it all makes me 
think that my business should be 
undergoing @ depression,” § re- 
matfked one resort proprietor on 
Lake Taneycomo to McCanse. 
“But when I look at my books, 
I find-I have just had about a 
third more business than I ever 
had in my entire experience.” 

“This was typical of resort pro- 
prietors, according to McCanse. 

“last“year we drove to Califor- 
nia,” remarked the owner of an 
expensive car as he and his family 
drove into a cabin camp near 
Rockaway Beach. They were from 
Tulsa, Okla. “But, believe me, we 
are sepnding this year’s vacation 
in the Ozarks. This is my second 
10-day stay in this camp this sum- 
mer, and we're just going to loaf 
around for tw® or thred, , weeks 
longer. 

That, too, was typical of scores 
of families found this subemet’ in in 
the Ozarks. 

According to McCanse, virtnally 
every dollar of profit that wes 
made in the Ozarks this year has 
already been reinvested in tha im. 
provement of facilities for taking 
care of next year’s tourists ond va- 
cationists.

Aefodynamic principles of design 
make noteworthy the new line of 
Reo cars, the first of which, tho 
Reo Royale eight, is now being 
shown by the Steiner-Fahrenkrog 
Automobile Co., 3101 Locust boule- 
vard, distributer, and its associate 
dealers. The Reo “Royale line, 
which is priced at $2485 at the 
factory, will be followed soon by 
new Reo Flying Cloud eights and 
sixes. 

The Reo Royale has a straight 
eight engine designed to deliver 
125 horsepower. It has a 10-inch 
twin plate clutch, to take the great 


power developed, and the exclu- 
sive Reo silent second transmis- 
sion. 


Fifty miles an hour or more in 
second gear and well over 80 miles 
in high are said to be attained eas- 
ily and with equal freedom from 
gear noise or vibration. All cop- 
per, brass or steel tubing for oiling 
has been eliminated by use of 
drilled passages. Gears can be 
shifted back and forth between 
second and high at speedsS of 40 
miles per hour easily. 

Striking Body Lincs. 

But it is in tody styling that the 
Reo Royale strikes its most dis- 
tinctive note. The hood is long and 
low, with a “V” shaped radiator of 
the Mercedes type. The hood is 
flanked with oval head lamps, 
whose contour resembles that of a 
gun projectile, and by ample foll- 
ed edge fenders of wing-like sweep. 
This motif of the free flowing line 
is carried back into the slope of 
the windshield, then along the sleek 
sides and the smoothly rounded top 
to a sweeping rear panel construc- 
tion. 

New type running boards appear 
to be made of polished hardwood, 
but are really of metal with wood 
graining surfaced with  bakelite. 
Rubber strips run lengthwise and 
mouldings are chromium-plated. 

With all the effect of graceful, |. 
flowing lines, there is plenty of 
head room and legroom. Extra 
width is gotten by an adroit over- 
hanging of the body beyond the 
wheel housings. Seats are pillows 
of deep down over full springs, up- 
holstering being in doeskin, broad- 
cloth and French Bedford cord. 
There are broad invidual hassocks 
for rear seats and softly padded 
arm rests in the center and at the 
sides. These may be folded out of 
the way. 

The wide, oblique windshield is 
contained within unusually slender 
front pillars, the butterfly type 
doors being hinged to the center 
post on each side and, so, relieving 
the front pillars and cowl of the 
strain of their weight. The wind- 
shield, being tightly fitted, is not 
opened for ventilation which is 
supplied through four adjustable 
ventilators mounted on the cowl. 
This does away with drafts and 
rattles. : 

Sun visors, Invisible from with- 
out, are provided for driver and 
front seat passenger and may be 
individually adjusted. The front 
seat in the Reo Royale sedan or 
victoria may be easily placed and 
locked in any desired position. 
There are two windshield wipers, 
each with a concealed motor, and 
twin rear-view mirrors. 

In the victoria there are 29 
inches of leg room for occupants 
of the wide rear seat, and the front 
seats in this model are exception- 
ally high and. broad, deeply and 
softly pillowed and pitched at an 
easy chair angle. 

Non-shatterable safety glass is 
used throughout all models. 

There are step lights and rear 
quarter lights with automatic door 
control and separate interior 
switches. Tilt-ray headlights il- 
lumine the roadway. Fender lichts, 
front and rear, throw wide beams 

an aid to parking. The two 

fender lights provide stop sig- 

nals as well as illumination for 
backing and for parking. 

The cylinder block and crankcase 
of the engine are of chrome nickel 
iron, which has seven times the 
recistamce to wear of ordinary cast 
fron. Working in the honed cy!- 
inders in this extra hard metal are 
aluminum alloy pistons of species! 
low-expansion design. The piston 
bianks resist cutting to such an 
extent that they cannot be ma- 
chined satisfactorily with the hard- 
est tcol steel yet developed. Tools 
are used that have cutting edges 
of carboloy, a material second only 
to the diamond in hardness and 
costing $400 to $500 a pound.

ist today. We have merely the rec- 
ords of some of’ his activities as a 
business man; and they prove that 
he was a first-rate one. . 

One phase of his genius produced 
“Hamiet” and “Lear”; another 
guided him aright in his transac- 
tions with the showmen of the 
Globe, so that he made himself 
their associate and a full sharer in 
the profits of the house. And*to 
make his association all-embracing 
he played one of the roles in the 
original production of “Hamlet.” 
This saved a salary. 

That' is one reason why I am 
quite satisfied that the lure of Hol- 
lywood would draw the Bard like 
a lodestone, were he living among 
us in the present age. 

But I -have-another réason, and 
a far more significant one: In all 
probability very few people realize 
that today the technique of writing 
for the talking screen is closer to 
the technique applied by Shak- 
spéare than is that of the modern 
legitimate stage. 

Open a play of Shakspeare—any 
of them will do. Note the many 
scenes, some of them long, some 
extremely short, following upon 
each other with almost bewilder- 
ing rapidity and calling for the 
most complete change of lovale as 
settings for the action. As things 
ate today in the regular thvater, it 
is practically impossible to stage 
one of these dramas precisely as 
Shakspeare wrote it, Scenic diffi- 
culties alone are a well-nigh insu- 
perable obstacle. 

Now let us take a look at the 
Globe Theater, London, in Shaks- 
peare’s time. There was a stage, 
as there is in the ordinary theater 
today, but scenery was practically 
non-existent. The audienge simply 
had to use its imagination. If a 
scene was to take place in a forest, 
the management merely hung up 
a placard bearing the legend: “A 
forest.” The next scene might be 
a palace or a graveyard. No won- 
der the action of the play could 
cover such a diversity of scenes. 

. . a 

OT for many years after Shak- 
N sveare's death did the English 

theater ente: upon what may 
be called its scenic period. This era 
began about the time of the Res- 
toration, when Charles the Sec- 
ond, the Merry Monarch, ascended 
the throne and gave the theater 
a new lease of life. Since then the 
stage has grown more and more 
elaborate in its settings, its trap- 
pings and its mechanical equip- 
ment. 

But the development of scenery 
has meant a progressive hamper- 


— 


ing of the liberty of the play- 
wright. Changes of scene -have 
grown few and far between. It‘has 
been the aim of the modern dra- 


matist to keep his action, so far as- 


possible, in one place. Many mas- 
terpieces—those of Ibsen, to name 
no other—have been written in this 
medium, but the scope and sweep 
of the great Elizabethans have 
been almost banished from our 
stage. 

The invention of motion pictures 
provided a new field for the broad 
movement of dramatic action: but 
not until the development of talk- 
ing films did it become apparent to 
those interested in these matters 
that we were returning in the tech- 
nique of play-writing to the Shak- 
spearean atyle. 

There are no limits to the scenic 
possibilities of the modern screen. 
There are no end of changes of

HE day is coming, I believe, 
Zz when the immortal . tragedies 

and comedies of Shakspeare 
will be presented on the screen 
with a grandeur never known be- 
fore. Many of us must have felt 
again and again that.the theater, 
as we have known it, is too small 
for Shakspeare. But the screen, 
whose range is as wide as the 
world, can embrace within that 
range even the greatest dramas 
that have ever sprung from the 
mind of man—and can set them 
forth at last in a manner worthy 
of them. 

Yes, Shakspeare would be in 
Hollywood: were he alive today. 
And another reason why he would 
be there is that Hollywood is one 
of the world’s great centers of 
vital activity. From the peaceful 
village where he was born, the 
poet who was “not for an age but 
for all time” went up to London, 
answering the call of pulsing and 
abundant life in that marvelous 
Elizabethan time when a new na- 
tion was rising toward the zenith 
in the European constellation.

City, Assume Debt. 


Passage of Proposition No. 5, 
constitutional amendment enabling 
the consolidation of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County under certain stat- 
ed conditions, and subsequent adop- 
tion’ of a charter as Greater St. 
Louis, would not relieve property 
owners in incorporated county 
sewer districts of the preliminary 
tax which has been assessed, al- 
though no sewers have been built, 
it is said in a statement issued 
through the Save St. Louis County 
League yesterday. John EB. Mooney, 
president of the Taxpayers’ Protec- 
tive Association, an organization 
opposed to sewer construction un- 
der the Ralph law, issued the state- 
ment, 

“The report that Greater St. Louis 
would assume the sewer debts has 
been widely circulated,” Mooney 
said. “This preliminary tax is a 
direct lien against the property 
and could no more be assumed by 
the proposed Government than a 
deed of trust against the property. 
The preliminary tax is about $43 
an acre.”

LONG time ago when foot- 


ball addicts wore long hair 
on the ball field and chrysan- 
themums to match their college

In those days the boys wore 
no uniforms equipped with built- 
in bone protectors, had no leather 
coal scutties to save their skulls, 
had few replacements and usual- 
ly played on ground that was 
harder than the heart of a 
usurer. 

There were no rules to protect 
the gridiron gradiators from clip- 
ping, piling on, and assaults on 
the kicker after the punt had 
been made.

The runner who 
went to earth and bore a shock 
of some 20 players piled up on 
him, felt recompensed if no ribs 
had cracked and he had slithered 
along for a gain of two or three

The campaign is replete with curious and 
romantic features, some of them without 
precedent. Mrs. McCormick’s father and hus- 
band were both Senators, Mark Hanna, her 
father, being the most powerful political boss 
of his time. Lewis, a singularly picturesque 
character, served one term in the Senate 
with distinction, and was defeated for re-elec- 
tion in 1918 by Mrs. McCormick’s husband, 
the late Medill McCormick. The latter was 
defeated in 1924 for renomination by Charles 
S. Deneen, whom Mrs. McCormick, in turn, 
defeated for rgnomination last spring. Mrs. 
O'Neill was a pioneer in the suffrage move- 
ment, and was the first woman elected to 
the Illinois Legislature. 


Those Primary Expenses. 

The situation has been complicated by the 
disclosure of Mrs. McCormick's enormous ex- 
penditure of money in the primary campaign 
—the admitted total of which has now 
reached $317,000—and by the angry contro- 
versy in which she became involved with the 
Senate committee named to investigate cam- 
paign expenditures. A feature of this con- 
troversy was the startling discovery that Mrs. 
McCormick had employed at least six private 
detective agencies in widely separated cities 
of the United States to shadow members Of 
the committee and its employes. 
Incidentally, the committee has not con- 
cluded its investigation of Mrs. McCormick's 


expenditures and methods, Her report cov-

County. She reported no expenditure there, 
although the county, comprising Chicago and 
its environs, furnishes more than half the 
total vote of the State. Mrs. McCormick was 
supported there by the political machine of 
“Big Bill'’’ Thompson, perhaps the most po- 
torious organization in American politics. It 
also is supporting her in the general cam- 
paign. 

Under ordinary conditions there could be 
little doubt concerning the outcome of a sen- 
atorial campaign in Illinois, since the normal 
Republican majority is approximately 500,- 
000. However, the present condition is any- 
thing but ordinary, and doubt abounds. No 
responsible observer believes Mrs. Mc- 


Cormick has the slightest chance to poll any- 


thing like the normal Republican majority, 
and many believe she will be defeated. With- 
out attempting to list them in the order of 
their importance, the factors that militate 
against her may be named as follows: 


Elements of Weakness. 


1. Dissatisfaction with her stand on 
the prohibition issue. Apparently she 
has alienated many drys who supported 
her in the primary, and it is questionable 
how much support she has gained among 
the wets. 

2. Intimately related to the foregoing 
is the independent candidacy of Mrs. 
O’Reill, which can hardly be dismissed > 
as insignificant. She is well known in 
the State, has a large following among 
women voters, and has been indorsed by 
many dry and religious organizations. 
She will take some votes from Lewis, 
but nothing like the number she is ex- 
pected to take from Mrs. McCormick. 

' These may not be confined to down- 
state drys. Many former Deneen support- 
ers, antagonized during the bitter primary 
battle; are expected to vote for her. 

3. General political unrest, growing 
out of business depression, unemploy- 
ment, the tariff bill, and other causes, 
which seem to be taking shape in re- 
sentment against the party in power at 
Washington, 

4. Mrs. McCormick's sex. {n numer- 
ous communities, especially the Southern 
counties where the German element is 
strong, the writer heard the reiterated 
observation: “The Senate is no place 
for a woman—that’s a man’s job.” This 
comment frequently was followed by an- 
other: “She seems to be the kind of 
woman who's always stirring up trou- 
ble’—apparently a reaction from her dif- 
ficulty with the Nye Committee. 

6. A widespread and apparently grow-

Did Little in Congress. 

Against these handicaps, of course, must 
always be balanced the fact that she is the 
nominee of the majority party. Moreover, 
she has the advantage of unlimited financial 
resources, the support of most of the Chica- 
gO newspapers, and last, but not least, the 
backing of the Thompson machine in Cook 
County. It looks like a hoss race. 

The* Republican nominee is 50 years old. 
She is somewhat over medium height, dark 
and extremely thin, with an aggressive pro- 
file. She has a large model farm at Byron, 
where she raises prize cattle. Washington has 
long attributed to her the political adroitness 
to be expected of “Mark Hanna’s daughter,” 
although this opinion seems to have been al- 
tered somewhat by her conduct in the present 
campaign. She is finishing her second year 
in the House of Representatives as a Con- 
gressman-at- large. Her service there has 
been undistinguished, and it was generally 
recognized that her election to the House 
was merely a political step in her preparation 
to run for the Senate. She made no impres- 
sion on the House, comparable, for example, 
to that made by Congresswomen Mary _ T. 
Norton of New Jersey, Ruth Bryan Owen of 
Florida, or Ruth Pratt of New York. 

In this campaign of romantic contrasts it 
was fitting, perhaps, that “J. Ham” Lewis, 
celebrated for his gallantry and the elegance 
of his dress and manners, should find himself 
opposed by two women. Nor is it likely that 
the State could have produced a man better 
able to handle the situation without drawing 
the charge of unchivalrous conduct. What- 
ever he has done or said, whatever he may 
say or do, few will accuse J. Ham of forget- 
ting his manners. Not only is he incapable 
of such a thing, but to the thousands who 
know him, the very suggestion would seem 
absurd. | 


Personality of Lewis. 

The difficulty of attempting a life-like pic- 
ture of Lewis without conveying a false im- 
pression of his underlying abilities, is enor- 
mous. Indeed, the impression received from 
a first meeting with him invariably is mis- 
leading. This is mainly due to his unusual 
mannerisms—his speech, his dress, his ges- 
tures, the thousand little affectations that 
long ago became part of his colorfal person- 
ality. The splendor of his elothes is legend- 
ary. He speaks like a hero out of Shak- 
speare’s plays—and often quotes them. His 
manners would shame a Chesterfield. Added 
to these are his famous “pink” hair and 
whiskers, now, alas! decidedly tinged with 
white, but still magnificent. 

Never does he use a word of one syllable 


‘when one of five syllables will do; never does 


he say in five words what can be as well 
said in five hundred. The simple term and 
the blunt phrase are not for him. He never 
“talks down to” an audience, The more over- 
alls and blue shirts he sees before him, the 
more classical] his language waxes.

Over the two black mdrble slabs 
inside the circle of columns there 
droops a weeping willow; Marion 
folk say the weeping willow dates 
back to an old Italian burial cus- 
tom. This ponderous mass is the 
Harding Memorial. 

Scheol children gave their pen- 
nies and thousands of persons con- 
tributed their hard-earned dollars 
to build this seven hundred thou- 
sand dollar memorial to the Pres- 
ident who tried to lead the people 
“back to normalcy,” but those 
men who put: him in the exalted 
position and whom he, in turn, 
honored with places high in the 
official life of the nation, shun 
the shrine as if it were a haunted 
place, The tomb still awaits dedi- 
cation four years after the corner- 
stone was laid. 

President Harding is dead but 
his spirit lives on. Mention of the 
tomb to the American citizen does 
not bring to his mind thoughts of 
a dead President; instead, he re- 
calls the personnel of that admin- 
istration in Washington, and he 
remembers that some of the lead- 
ing characters were Harry M. 
Daugherty, Albert B. Fall, Harry 
F. Sinclair, Jesse W. Smith, 
Colonel Miller, John T. King and 
many others of unpleasant head- 
| line prominence. 


Names Fresh in Public Minds. 

These names still are fresh in 
the minds of the public; Harding 
will still be alive in a mental sense 
until that group has passed into 
the dark pages of history. Perhaps 
that is the reason politicians shun 
the tomb; they believe that it is 
best to let well enough alone and 
have, apparently, adopted a policy 
of kicking not the sleeping dog. 

But that can be said only of 
those men who are courting the 
political favor of the people; Hard- 
ing’s friends in Marion have noth- 
ing to fear. 


Marion when he was a newspaper 
publisher, a member of the Ohio 
Senate, and later United States 
Senator and Lieutenant-Governor 
of Ohio, have pulled every string 
in sight to bring those men whom 
he knew in Washington to Ohio 
for the dedication; but they are 
giving up hope, while the men 
who knew him in the Nation's 
Capital are content to let time slip 
along, trusting to luck, it appears, 
that an exasperated committee 
will finally get tired and cease 
dinging in their ears that a 
solemn duty awaits them. 
Members .of the dedication ex- 
ecutive committee, through friend- 
ly newspapermen at Marion, have 
seen stories sent out over the wires 
to the effect that the memorial 
has long since been completed; 
and these stories have implied, 
cautiously of course, that there is 
a hitch somewhere and that it is 
past high time for Harding former 
associates to perform the last 
rites.

Fess, whose words now are looked 
upon as translation for the White 
House. Governor Vic Donahey, 
Ohio’s Democratic executive for 
three consecutive terms, also was 
present, as was befitting of his 
station. At that time, it was an- 
nounced to’ the newspapermen 
that the dedication would occur 
July 4, 1927. 


Now four years and more have 
passed since that Memorial Day 
but the dedication has not yet oc- 
curred. A tabloid history of the 
memorial is printed on the post- 
cdrds which the drug stores in 
Marion sell to tourists. The clerks 
say they sell quite a lot of them. 
Members of the executive commit- 
tee for the memorial say more 
than two million persons have vis- 
ited the tomb but, of course, not 
all of them invested in the price 
of a posteard to take away as a 
souvenir. The descriptive matter 
on the cards reads: 

This beautiful memorial 
erected in this city, 1926-1928, 

by popular subscription, from 
many thousand schools from ey- 
ery State in the Union as weil 
as by personal contributions, 
the Philippines and Alaska 
making responses proportion- 
ately greater than any of the 
states. 

The building is 250 feet in 
Page mp 80 feet in diam- 
eter and 60 feet high.

As these new efforts got into full 
swing and it .was apparent that a 
showdown was coming, the Me- 
morial Association fell into two 
cistinct groups—those who would 
dedicate the memorial and let the 
chips fall where they might, and 
those who glided into a sidestep 
to avoid the issue directly. 


The Hoover Attitude. o 


About the first of April, 1929, 
the executive committee of the as- 
sociation wrote to President Hoov- 
er, suggesting that he name any 
date for the dedication, and the 
committee would act at his pleas- 
ure. While the contents of a reply 
from Mr. Hoover's _ secretary, 
George Akerson, have been care- 
fully guarded, as is deserving of 
any and all correspondence from 
the White House according to the 
custom in this country, the infor- 
mation leaked out that President 
Hoover had no suggestions what- 
soever for a date on which he 
might be in Marion. Executive 
committee members also said they 
were told that the letter suggested 
a dedication without the presence 
of the President and if such an 
event occurred, “the President will, 
of course, understand.” 

“In fact,” Mr. Akerson was 
quoted as writing, “he (meaning 
Mr. Hoover) thinks that perhaps 
that would be the best course to 
pursue.” 

This letter, so committee mem- 
bers relate, proved quite a source 
of irritation to the executive group, 
who refused to be set down so ab- 
ruptly. So, after thinking things 
over, they started all over again the 
next fall; they recalled that Mr. 
Hoover’s secretary had said the du- 
ties of office would keep the Pres- 
ident busy for the next six or eight 
months. They also realized that if 
the dedication were delayed much 
longer, it-would be a hollow-sound- 
ing affair when it did come off. 

To the suggestions of a fall dedi- 
cation, there arose the warning 
that some exceedingly unpleasant 
notoriety concerning the late Pres- 
ident and Nan Britton was in pros- 
pect and that, to use the words of 
Walter F* Brown, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, “we would do President Hard- 
ing a dis-service by an ostentatious 
dedication of the memorial.” 

It was also pointed out to the 
committee that Nan Britton and 
“the yellow journals” undoubtedly 
would make the most of some liti- 
gation brought against the sale of 
the Britton book. Mr. Brown was 
backed in this opinion, so he said. 
by “Mr. Mellon and others of my 
associates.”’ 


A Rejected Suggestion.

which you have made. I was 
much pleased to know the me- 
morial has been so successfully 
finished. 

So matters stood throughout the 
winter, with the entire memorial 
front quiet except for a shot fired 
by Charles M. Schwab. He wrote 
from 25 Broadway, New York City, 
on Jan. 30, 1930: 

“Harding Memorial Association. 

“On February eighteenth, next, 
I shall be 68 years of age and it is 
my purpose to retire from all or- 
ganizations. Therefore, I respect- 
fully resign as a member of the 
Harding Memorial Association.” 

On receipt of this message, one 
of the wits in the executive com- 
mittee sighed:

Spring of this year brought an- 
other effort (probably it Will be 
the last) to dedicate the me- 
morial. This time, the Marion com- 
mittee got in touch with John Bar- 
ton Payne at Washington, telling 
him it was imperative that the 
dedication be arranged. Mr. Payne 
replied: 

“IT heartily agree with you that 
the monument should be dedicated 
promptly. Is there not something 
we can do about it? You can com- 
mand me.” 

The executive committee, in 
turn, suggested to Mr. Payne that 
he “go and have a talk with Mr. 
Hoover on this subject.’ Also, 
“tell him of the newspaper com- 
ments.” That was on April 21, 
1930.

fully aware of the temper of the 
Marion group later in the same 
year when E. P. Mellon wrote to 
the executive committee in Ohio 
under date of Oct. 7, 1929: 

“T have just been advised by 
Secretary Mellon that it has been 
decided by the President and oth- 
ers interested, including yourself. 
that no dedication will take place 
in connection with the Harding 
Memorial. I am advising Senator 
Frelinghuysen of this fact.” 

Just what Hoke Donithen, chair- 
man of the executive committee at 
Marion. replied to this letter is not 
of public record. He is the out- 
standing legal mind in Marion, a 
political observer with a nation- 
wide horizon, and in 1924 was cam- 
paign manager in Ohio for Cool- 
idge. 

His friends in Marion say he re- 
plied with such phrases as “dis- 
grace that a tomb of the President 
is not dedicated” — “bunch of 
cowards”’—"“President Harding still 
has some friends.in this country” 
—and so on and so on until the sit- 
vation was fully clarified. They 
say that no doubt Mr. Mellon and 
the “others interested” were able to 
grasp the idea that Mr. Donithen 
never had decided there was not 
going to be a dedication. 

The Honorable Joseph 8S. Fre- 
linghuysen replied to Mr. Mellon 
with this note: 

“Personally, I think that’ the 
trustees should go to Marion and 
dedicate the monument and that 
the President of the United States 
should do it. However, if the de- 
cision is otherwise, I acquiesce and 
with that will send my resignation 
as president of the Harding Me- 
morial Association.” 

To the committee at Marion, Mr. 
Frelinghuysen sent this letter: 

I am perfectly willing to dedi- 
cate this monument, but I am 
only president of the Harding 
Memorial Association, and it 
should be done by the President 
of the United States. 

It seerns that a record should 
be made in the Harding Memor- 
jal Association calling a meeting 
and presenting to the associa- 
tion the fact that the memorial 
is completed and that the trus- 
tees are ready to present it to 
the country. Then, if it is decid- 
ed that it should not be dedicat- 
ed, that of course must be the 
rule because they have the au- 
thority. I, myself, am perfectly 
willing to dedicate the monu- 
ment or urge that it be done. If, 
howeter, this attempt is not 
made and you believe it should 
not be, please write me. 

Of course, if this is the final 
decision, I shall feel that in hav-

The committee, at last reports, 
still was. awaiting a hint for the 
day of dedication. However, an 
answer did come from the White 
House indirectly, through the 
press. On April 30, the Columbus 
Citizen, a Scripps-Howard newspa- 
per, carried this dispatch under a 
“special” date line: 

Washington, April 30 — If and 
when a definite invitation is ex- 
tended, fixing a specific date, 
President Hoover will go to 
Marion, O., to dedicate the Hard- 
ing Memorial, it was indicated at 
the White House today. 

Although the subject has been 
discussed with the President 
heretofore, no time has been sug- 
gested for the dedication and the 
question was left undecided. 

Immediately, the attention of the 
executive committee 
Marion was called to this dispatch. 
“Imagine us‘setting a date for the 
President of the United States,” 
they replied. Nevertheless, they 
had renewed hopes that the Presi- 
dent might find time during the 
summer to come to Marion. But 
that was before he announced his 
summer travel plans and arranged 
his vacation. 

In vain did the members of the 
executive committee at Marion scan 
this news, but not one word about 
their memorial did they see. It 
killed their last hopes for a 19380 
summer dedication, and their plans 
melted entirely away under the hot 
Ohio sun. They all agreed that it 
was too bad—the memorial never 


was more stately, the grounds nev- | 


er more beautifully kept, and the 
time never more opportune. They 
also said that much more delay 
would make a dedication a decid- 
edly empty proceeding, bordering 
on the ridiculous. ' 


The Harding Memorial Associa- 
tion at its annual meeting at Mari- 
on, O., last Tuesday adopted a res- 
olution to drop for the present all 
plans for the dedication of the 
tomb. The members went on rec- 
ord as opposed to any step. that 
might “give a political atmosphere 
to the ceremonies,” and for this 
stated reason voted disapproval of 
the recent action of the Ohio Re- 
publican convention in selecting a 
committee to arrange for the dedi- 
cation. The resolution was offered 
by Harry M. Daugherty.

Polished, But a F ighter. 

Bruce Campbell, prominent Eagt 
St. Louis attorney, who presided at 
this meeting, adopted the conven- 
tional political gesture of introduc- 
ing the speaker as “the next Sena- 
tor from Illinois.” Chairmen al- 
ways do that when introducing 
candidates. Did J. Ham fali_ to 
respond? Without a moment's 
hesitation he replied; 

“I am grateful to the chairman 

for hig flattering allusion to my- 
self; I trust it has the merit of 
prophecy. But whatever my own 
fortunes may be, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, I make bold to say that I 
have had the honor and the priv- 
ilege of being presented to you by 
the next Governor of Illinois.” So 
far as is publicly known, Campbell 
is not running for Governor or any- 
thing else. He has a large law 
practice. That wouldn’t matter to 
J. Ham. He was willing to nom- 
inate Campbell on the spot, simply 
out of courtesy and the goodness 
of his heart. 
I have spoken of the danger of 
conveying a false impression. 
Doubtless, by recounting the fore- 
going charactertistic incidents, I 
have increased it. The fact is, 
nevertheless, that under all _ this 
foppery is a born fighter, willing 
at all times to match his jeweled 
rapier against the heaviest broad- 
sword. Under this refulgent rai- 
ment is a man of inflexible pur- 
pose and iron determination. Be- 
hind those pink whiskers, now 
turning white, is a brilliant and 
scholarly mind. No adversary who 
knows Lewis ever makes the mis- 
take of taking him lightly. From 
the topmost red ringlet to the tip 
of his patent leather shoes, he is 
all hickory and steel—and wise, 
very wise, in the ways of the game 
of politics. 


Handling “The Lady.” ' 

Throughout the campaign, in 
which he has delivered more than 
100 speeches at the rate of five and 
six a day, his technique in dealing 
with his principal opponent has 
been a delight to connoisseurs. 
“The lady,’’ he calls her. Some- 
times he varies it with “the charm- 
ing lady,” or “the estimable lady.” 
Observing the sanguinary nature of 
her tactics against the Nye com- 
mittee, editors have felt con- 
strained to dub her “Ruthless 
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lection he has no voice, I 
nounce it tyranny.” 

They can understand that. He 
pauses, and there is a terrific salvo 
of applause. He pats the pink- 
ish gray whiskers daintily with a 
bordered handkerchief, and con- 
tinues. 


The Wet and Dry Issue. 

“I turn now to”—an almost im- 
perceptible pause—“the lady.” 

It is the first time he has al- 
luded to her since the evening be- 
gan. A snicker ripples through 
the hall. Slowly the conglomerate 
face of the crowd resolves itseif 
into one broad, delighted grin. It 
is prepared to enjoy what will fol- 
low. There is no hostility in his 
tone, no sourness in his manner, 
just a faintly satirical dignity as 
he contemplates the spectacle af- 
forded by the maneuverings of “the 
lady.” 

“Where does she stand? Ah, 
my friends! The answer of today 
is not the answer of yesterday, nor, 
I fear, will it be the same tomor- 
row. Once, as we all recall, the 
lady announced just where she 
stood, and she was dry—person- 
ally, practically and politically. 
But the lady is by way of being a 
chameleon. Presently she was dry 
personally, and only partly dry 
practically and politically, Then 
she was wet practically, but partly 
dry and partly wet politically, 
Then wet practically and political- 
ly, but still dry personally, in the 
sense, as she explained, that she is 
a mother. Now she is wet-dry or 
dry-wet, or what have you——mean- 
ing she is willing to be any way 
that anyone can think of, provid- 
ing she can get a few more votes,” 
By this time the audience is 
roaring with laughter, and the 
speaker cannot forbear to laugh, 
too. The antics of “the lady” are 
just too amusing. And it is all 80 
good-humored that nobody feels 
the slightest rancor. There is en- 
tirely too much fun all around for 
anyone tO sense malice in the 
sharper allusions that follow. 
Typical Lewis Badinage. 

“The lady, my friends, is a poli- 
ticlan — the daughter of Mark 
Hanna. She is the sort of poli-

This, too, has been said inthe 
jolliest mood imaginable. The au- 
dience is still laughing heartily: it 
is not angry with “the lady’—it 
is merely “wise” to her and her 
methods. But suddenly the speak- 
er’s face becomes grave. Into his 
tone there creeps a solemn note, 
more of grief than indignation. In 
the hush that ensues he goes on: 
“We all regret that such meth- 


Ruth.” Columnists have alluded to 
her often as “the Widow McCor- 
mick,” and ‘“‘Mark Hanna’s.Daugh- 
ter.” But although her methods 
may fill him with distress, and her 
lack of convictions with indigna- 
tion, to James Hamilton Lewis she 
is always a “lady,” as he is always 
a gentleman. 

We find him discussing the pro- 
hibition issue before a large audi- 
ence, composed chiefly of working 
men and their families.

Plaza, is bounded by Twelfth, 
Market, Eleventh and Walnut 
streets. Two-thirds of the area, 
and the much more valuable por- 
tion, is claimed by the Peper 
heirs and by Oreon E. Scott, realty 
dealer, in litigation with them.

The block, as it now stands, is 
to be reduced in size by the re- 
moval of a 40-foot strip for the 
widening of Twelfth street, and a

623.50, but the benefit assessments

The construction in- 
dustry is a part, and an important 
part of the general business fab- 
ric, and its thought, its concep- 
tions, its ethics and its methods 
must keep abreast with this gen- 
eral progress, if the industry itself 
and individual units in the indus- 
try are to prosper equally. 

“Today, enlightened employers 
in big business are going to con- 
siderable pains to find out and to 
respect the customer’s point of 
view in their production and 
methods of advertising, selling and 
rendering service, It is the car- 
dinal point of policy in the forma-

The Kansas City Real Estate 
Board at a meeting held Friday 
formally indorsed Proposition No.

But so vividly and pointedly was it 
done that a large audience listened without a sign of un- 
rest for the entire time.

battles they prepared a political pamphlet, 144 pages in 
length, discussing the campaign issues, presenting facta 
and figures to the voters. They never hesitated to take 
an issue, however complicated, to the people. 

Looking back over the long series of political strug- 
gles in which the members of his family have been 
involved, Phil finds the nearest parallel to the tense- 
ness, excitement and widespread interest of the recent 
campaign in that which his father waged in 1904 for his 
third term as Governor. Because of hostile legislatures. 
the elder La Follette had failed to pass any of the reform 
legislation which he had advocated. Too, there was strong 
opposition because of the precedent against a third term. 
La Follette traveled more than 6000 miles, using an auto- 
mobile to campaign for the first time. It was called the 
‘“‘Red Devil.’’ In each community in which he spoke he 
showed exactly how the vital issues at stake would effect 
that particular community. He grew weary as, day after 
day, the campaigning continued. His voice became hoarse. 
For days, weeks, his family never saw him. He slept on 
improvised beds, ate 
hastily prepared 
meals, rode all 
night over  dust- 
choked roads to lit- 
ile hustings where 
the voters were 
gathered to hear 
him. But never 
once did he slacken 
or spare himself. 
For he knew it was 
a knock-down, drag- 
out battle, with the 
fate of the Progres- 
sive cause hanging 
on his personal des- 
tiny. 

It was in the 
same spirit that 
Phil La Follette 
waged the recent 
campaign. He is 33 
years o!d; he looks 
even younger than 
that. With a.wife 
and two. children 
dependent upon his 
efforts, he had just 
begun to build up a 
law practice and 
was, besides, a lec- 
turer on law in the University of Wisconsin. His father’s 
estate had consisted of the old family farm acrass Lake 
Mendota from the city of Madison. Nothing else. 

If Phil had been’ governed by his own wishes, he would 
not have run for public office at this time. He would 
have waited three or four years, until he had somewhat 
established himself in his profession. But it was not a 
question of what he wanted to do. The Progressives be- 
lieved, and he came to believe, that only the strongest 
possible campaign and the strongest possible candidate 
would defeat Governor Kohler.

Travelers have been visiting St. 
Kilda for more than 200 years and 
bringing back interesting accounts 
of the picturesque land and its 
more picturesque people, but still 
St. Kilda is little known, and because 
of its remoteness is invested with 
its bit of romance. Two of its more 
notable visitors were James Bos- 
well and Dr. Samuel Johnson, who 
stopped there in the autumn of 1773 
while on a tour of the Hebrides. Both 
mentioned it frequently in their later 
writings. One of the earliest records 
of the island {s that supplied by Dean 
Monro, who visited the place as High 
Dean of the Isles toward the end of 
the seventeenth century. Monro re- 
lates that the natives were ‘‘scarce 
learnit in aney religioun,’’ and that 
a steward of the MacLeods came every 


year in midsummer to baptize any

. MISSIONARY named Martin 


and its legends, but nobody, it ap- 
pears, has done much toward record- 
ing the island history. Irked by the 
lack of published information about it, 
Norman Heathcote journeyed there in 


1900 and later published a volume in 
which he retold some of the old 
legends and made many observa- 
tions as to the character of the 
inhabitants and bird life of the 
islands, but his work, too, is far 
from satisfactory, consisting in the 
main only of fragments. Appar- 
ently, nobody knows when St. 
Kilda was first inhabited. Its 
history is almost as vague and 
as shrouded with legend as is that 
of ancient Troy. 

Along its desolate shores is found 


abundant evidence that man has made 
the place his abode for centuries. As 
to why he did so or should have 
wished to do so, there is no saying. 
Of all the world’s dismal spots, none 
probably is less inviting as a place of 
residence than any one of the group 
of rocky prominences which rise out 
of the sea some 50 miles west of the 
main chain of the Hebrides. St. Kilda 
is the name applied to the group 
and generally to the largest is- 
land.

In fact, he seemed 
heartily in favor of the proceedings.

But one week-end early in August, 
1928, the veterinarian and his wife 
went on a camping trip to Lake Ron- 
konkoma, Long Island. It was a 
strange week-end. With them was 
McAvoy, the ex-husband, and a lady 
to whom he was then attentive, an un- 
usual quartet. One morning while at 
the camp Mrs. Kirkwood received a 
mysterious letter. From whom the 
letter came was never made clear, but 
its contents nevertheless served to 
throw Mrs. Kirkwood into an instant 
flareup of wild, jealous rage. 

She seized her husband by the col- 
lar, so it was later testified in court, 
and, half-dragging and half-pushing, 
forced him into the woods nearby, 
shrieking abuse and epithets and ac- 
cusing him of infidelity. The doctor 
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stood by 
and took it 
helplessly, ven- 
turing no more 
than an occasional 
feeble protest to stay 
her anger. Still burn- 
ing with fury, Mrs. Kirk- 
wood broke up the party, 
insisting that her husband 
return home with her imme- 
diately. The camping trip came 
to an end, and the Kirkwoods 
went back to the house in Sunny- 
side, from which the first husband, 
McAvoy, had moved. 
The quarrel continued and reached 
its climax on the morning of August 7. 
‘Tl knew Glenn was lying about other 
women,” Mrs. Kirkwood later de- 
clared. “At last I wrung admissions 
from him that he had been having af- 
fairs with other women. I got the 
carving knife, intending to kill myself 
right in front of him. I stood before 
him with the knife. He tried to wrest 
it from me, andAn the struggle he fell 
and cut himself.”’ 


HE police, obtuse, refused to 
believe that the doctor's death 
was quite as accidental as 
pictured by Mrs. Kirkwood. Accord- 
ingly, she was put on trial, on 
an indictment only for first-degree 
manslaughter, because the prose- 
cutor felt that in the absence of 
witnesses a first-degree murder charge 
would be difficult to prove. As it 
turned out, even the manslaughter 
charge seeméd groundless to the chiv- 
alrous gentlemen who sat on the 
jury. They accepted her version of 
the killing as an accident, and she was 
promptly set free. 

In the meantime Mrs. Kirkwood had 
met Eugene Van Clief. They first met 
while she was out on bail, before her 
trial for manslaughter, after Kirk- 
wood was killed. Van Clief was run- 
ning a roadhouse then in Valley 
Stream, Long Island, and she used to 
go there often with her attorney, 
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Mrs. Frances 
Van Clief.

When the pretty Mrs. Kirkwood gave 
evidence of more than ordinary 
interest in him, Van Glief eagerly re- 
sponded. Soon she began staying at 
the roadhouse several days at a time, 
and eventually she remained. 


RS. KIRKWOOD’S' marriage 
M to Van Clief was announced by 

her parents last October, 
but there is some doubt still as 
to the actual facts in the _ case. 
Van Clief’s patents disapproved of her, 
and he told them that he hadn't mar- 
ried her. However that may be, they 
lived together as man and wife—Mr. 
and Mrs. Van Clief—and when the 
roadhouse closed for lack of business 
they opened a curio shop in Jamaica, 
Long Island. It turned out that the 
greatest curiosity the shop had to of- 
fer, at least in the eyes of the public, 
was Mrs. Van Clief People would 
pass by the shop, peer through the 
window in an effort to catch a glimpse 
of her, and continue on their way 
The business was a failure. 

Then Mrs. Van Clief’s parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Nottage, who had stood 
faithfully by her during all her trou- 
ble, again attempted to come to the 
rescue by turning over to their daugh-, 
ter a furnished house they owned in 
Brooklyn which she and Van ChHef 
might use as a rooming house. 

By this time Van Clief and his wife 
were beginning to have frequent quar- 
rels. On three occasions this past sum- 
mer he left the house.in anger after 
violent quarrels, in whtch she accused 
him of being interested in other wom- 
en. They had one such quarrel less 
than a week before the curtain was 
drawn on their affairs. 

It seems on that occasion his wife 
had threatened his life, for Van Clief 
went to Magistrate Sabatino, at one of 
the Brooklyn courts, and asked for a 
summons for her. He didn’t want her 
sent to jail, he declared at the time, 
but he wanted her put under some 
sort of bond to restrain her from 
harming him. He admitted that he 
was afraid of her. The Judge in- 
formed Van Clief that a summons was 
inappropriate to the occasion, and that 
there were other legal means by 
which the situation should be handled. 

Van Clief stayed away from home 
several days. He spent his time at a 
boarding house, apparently trying to 
come to some decision about his tan- 
gled affairs. Then on the night of 
August 27, around midnight, he re 
turned home. Immediately they be- 
gan to quarrel. They retired to their 
bedroom. Roomers in the house heard 
nothing more and assumed that the 
quarrel had been amicably settled. 
The next day, when knocks at their 
door failed to elicit. any response, the 
door was broken down. And they were 
found dead together on the bed.

The explanation lies in the simple 
fact that the special request for her 
appearance has emanated from a group 
of hard-boiled business men, receivers 
in bankruptcy, who want Helen to ex- 
plain certain intricate financial deal- 
ings she had with her big cloak-and- 
suit boy-friend, Murray Posner, whose 
Bond Dress Company failed for several 
hundred thousand dollars. And the 
reason why these recitals are free to 
the public is because they are being 
managed by Referee in Bankruptcy 
Peter B. Olney. 

It seems that Mr. Posner gave the 
plump little lisper several checks total- 
ing $50,000, drawn from the Bond 
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Dress Company's 
account. Follow- 
ing these pay- 
inents the com- 
pany closed its 
doors and an- 
nounced to its 
creditors that 
there was. only 
about $200,000 in 
the cash box with which to settle the 
$325,000 due them. Whereupon the 
receivers, with no sense of delicacy

That young man 
was Alain Gerbault 
and his Uttle craft 
“The Firecrest,’’ 
arrived after 142 
days crossing the 
Atlantic, one of the 
most daring and 
unusual feats in the 
annals of the sea. 
No other man is 
known to have 
crossed the Atlantic 
alone in a small 
boat with only the 
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titanic 


struggle. Ninety-seven days he was 
out of sight of land, tossed about on 
mountainous waves in a boat whose

That crossing of 
the Atlantic had been a

Twenty-four con- 
secutive days he 
battled the fury of 
the Atlantic, which 
broke his bowsprit, 
loosened his mast 
and ripped his sails, 
in a storm which 
reached cyelonic 
heights and proved 
troublesome even to 
giant trans-Atlantic 
liners. Provisions he 
had stocked for a 
100-day trip ran 
low two weeks from 
New York because 
of delay by terrific 
gales encountered 
while beating his 
way across the 
southern portion of 
the Atlantic. Two- 
thirds of his water 
spoiled and was 
cast overboard, pois- 
oned by the wood 
of the newly-made casks. A liner 
sighted him and offered to pick him 
up. But Gerbault only took on fresh 
water and provisions and continued on

his way alone. 
“During the height 
of that “24-day 
storm,” said Gerbault 
landing. ‘‘my mast 
was battered loose, my bow- 
sprit broken, and I was 
drenched to the skin, which 
brought about the fever, but I 
always figured if the worst should 
happen—the mast toppling—lI’d rig up 
something with a sail and put in for the 
nearest land, Bermuda. On the twen- 
ty-fifth day of the storm, about the 
middle of July, things calmed down 
and I continued for New York. I re- 
built the bowsprit, tightened the 
mast, mended the rigging and sailed 
on. -I knew I'd reach New York 
somehow. It really wasn't as dan- 
gerous as you might think. If 
you handle your boat like a sail- 
or should, you'll always pull 
through somehow.” 
Leaving his tiny boat in 
New York, Gerbault_re- 
turned to France to look 
after some matters of 
family business. Al- 
though he had former- 
ly been refused admit- 
tance to the French 
Naval Academy, he 
now had the satis- 
faction of being

of a Chevalier of the Legion of Honor. 
While in France he wrote a book on 
his adventures called “‘Alone Across 
the Atlantic.” Then in November, 
1924, he returned to New York, board- 
ed the gallant little Firecrest and set 
out to execute his audacious plan to 
complete his circumnavigation of the 
globe. 

He sailed down the coast of the 
United States, across the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and through the Panama Canal. 
Then he entered the solitude of the 
Pacific. Headed southweat, he steered 
for the Galapagos Islands, then for the 
Gambier Archipelago. His seamanship. 
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Gerbault us a tennis player. 


his knowledge of the winds and tides 
proved almost flawless. When storms 
approached he would lower his sails, 
enter his cabin, close the hatch and 
stretch out with a book until the storm 
was over, much in the same way he 
had conducted himeelf during the 
storms of lead at the front. He fol- 
lowed no set program, but took his 
rest whenever calm seas and a steady 
wind would allow him to set his sails 
and lash his helm. From the Gambier 
Archipelago he sailed northwest to the 
Marquesas, Tahiti, and the Walker 
Islands. 

A serious accident to his boat, which 
had scraped off part of its metal keel 
on uncharted rocks, caused him to 
lay up in the South Sea Islands for 
some time, and it was then that he 
came to know the natives and to love 
the dream-like atalls they inhabited. 

“It was then,’’ Gerbault recently 
observed, ‘‘that I said to myself I will 
return and spend the rest of my life 
here.” 


HEN his buat was repaired, 
VW after a long stay at the South 

Sea Islands, Gerbault put out 
to sea again. He reached Australia. He 
crossed the Indian Ocean after a stop 
at Reunion Island, went around the 
Cape of Good Hope at the southern- 
most tip of Africa, and*up the Atlantic. 
He was wrecked at St. Vincent, one of 
the Cape Verde Islands. He almost lost 
his life here, but finally managed to 
reach shore and to beach his yacht 
safely. He withdrew to a lonely nook 
on that inhospitable island, built him- 
self a cabin and began to repair his 
boat. The job took him several 
months, and then he stayed in that se- 
cluded spot to write an account of his 
crossing of the Pacific, later published 
in a book called “In Pursuit of the 
Sun." He finally left St. Vincent. 
stopped for a time at Horta, in the 
Azores, and then set out for France. 

In the late afternoon of July 27, 
1929, Alain Cerbault entered the 
harbor at Havre, from which he 
had first set out on board the Fire- 
crest six years earlier. His arrival at 
Havre, however, was not the sudden 
unexpected thing his arrival at New 
York had been. The French had 
learned of his coming, and this time 
the harbor was crowded and the quays 
were packed with spectators eager to 
do honor to the intrepid adventurer. 
Their admiration turned to awe when 
they saw that the boat in which he had 
battled the storms ol the Seven Seas 
was a tiny craft, hardly larger than 
the life-boats and tenders carried as 
auxiliaries by the larger vessels in the 
harbor. Public dinners, receptions, 
testimonials and medals followed. He 
was promoted to the grade of Officer 
of the Legion “‘because of his magnifi- 
cent qualities of seamanship, endur- 
ance and fortitude.”

In 
fact, he made the opening speech 
of his campaign in a village called 
Plane that almost no one had 
heard of. It was 15 miles from a 
railroad. He made an important 
speech at Cassville, on the Missis- 
sippi, where, literally, no political 
speaker had been for 26 years.

Again and again there were the 
most remarkable demonstrations 
of feeling. The citizens of Cam- 
bridge, a smal) town, entirely on 
their own volition, hung a ban- 
ner across the main street that 
read ‘‘Vote for La Follette. He 
Won't Forget.”’ 


HE allusion was to Governor 
Kohler’s testimony that he 
had forgotten many of the 
details of the expenditures in his 


successful campaign of two years 
before. The truck drivers’ union 


in Milwaukee adopted this slogan © 


and emblazoned it on banners 
which they hung on their trucks 
whenever they were not forbidden 
to do so by their employers. Phil's 
presence on the platform and the 
fact that he bore the La Follette 
name evoked many striking dem- 
onstrations. Old men came up 
afterward, wrung his hand. ‘‘Just 
like your dad, boy,” 
of swore it was him again.” Gray- 
haired women embraced him. 
The crowds grew larger and 
larger. It was apparent that 
whichever way the election was to 
go, there would be an enormous 
vote. Two days before the pri- 
mary Phil addressed a crowd of 
10,000 in the Milwaukee armory.

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off his right hand with an ax and 
flung it over his rivals’ heads to 
the shore, thereby winning the 
race by being first to lay hand on 
the island. 

Whoever the original tnhabit- 
ants may have been, there is no 
probability that the recent St. Kil- 
dans were descendants of them. 
The population has varied consid- 
erably from time to time. Mar- 
tin found 180 islanders and Ma- 
caulay, a hundred years later, 
found 88. At the time of the first 
Government census in 1851 there 
were 110, but by 1900 the num.- 
ber had fallen to 70. This waa 
due largely to the fact that some 
36 natives had emigrated to Aus- 
tralia in the interval. Until just 
before the outbreak of the Great 
War the population remained fair 
ly stationary at 74 or 75. Since 
that time, the younger peop!= 
have been discontented with life 
on the remote island and have 
drifted away by twos and threes 
until the evacuation now affects 
no more than 33 persons, more 
than half of whom are children or 
old folks. The surnames of those 
who have just left the island are 
Ferguson, Gillies, MacDonald 
MacKinnon and MacQueen. A doc- 
ument written 60 years ago show; 
that the entire population of St. 
Kilda was grouped under the 
same five surnames. 

The fluctuation in numbers in 
earlier times may be accounterl 
for by the fact that St. Kilda has 
been partially or completely de- 
populated more than once. Heath- 
cote repeats an old St. Kildan tale 
of how two men named Dugan and 
Ferchar once plotted to kill all 
the inhabitants, lured them into a 
church by a ruse and set the 
building on fire, One woman es- 
caped, according to the story, hid 
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(Continued from Page 2.) 
in a cave until a ship came, and 
then appeared and denbunced the 
murderers. bringing about their 
execution. 

Another instance of the depop 
ulation of St. Kilda occurred eariy 
in the last century when the 
island was visited by an epidemic 
of smallpox. All the adult inhab- 
itants died, it is said, except a few 
who had been left on Boreray 
when thé malady broke out. 


EATHCOTE characterized 
H the islander as deeply relig- 

ious, very slow of motion 
and usually very filthy in his hab- 
its, a trait brought forcefully to 
the visitor's attention by the grimy 
native’s insistence upon shaking 
hands on every possible excuse. 
The islanders he called the best 
climbers in the world, their pro- 
ficiency acquired through con- 
stant scaling ofthe cliffs in quest 
of birds’ eggs. 

With so many formidable stacs 
and peaks available to test the 
climber's skill, it seems natural 
enough that climbing should 
have become a sort of national 
sport and that St. Kildan young- 
sters should have aspired to be- 
come expert climbers as youths 
of other lands aspire to be home- 
run hitters. The expert climber 
was an island hero and there 
were frequent contests in which 
the younger men engaged. 

A long time ago, it is said, 
young men who wished to be 
married had first to pass a test 
known as the ordeal of the Lov- 
er’s Stone. The Lover's Stone is 
a precipice of jagged rock, which 
hangs or juts out, some 600 feet 
above the rocks on the seashore. 
From the land side it rises as a 
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peak and presents an exceedingly 
difficult climb. The man under- 
going the ordeal had first to 
scale the peak and then balance 
himself in a crouching position 
on his heels at the brink. A fall 
forward would send him down 
600 feet to the rocks below. A 
fall backward would send him 
rolling down an almost precipi- 
tous slope. It isn’t recorded how 
many young men failed to pass 
the test. Heathcote is inclined 
to believe the story is a legend 
that originated somewhere else, for 
the islanders he visited in 1900, he 
says, had never heard of it. 

Besides being good climbers 
and nest robbers, Heathcote 
found the St. Kildans were good 
fishermen and were exceedingly 
skillful at handling small boats 
in rough water. High waves and 
rocky coasts held no terrors for 
them. But they were poor farm- 
ers. Indeed, St. Kildans have 
never tried seriously to be farm- 
ers, because there is no land on 
the island fit for farming. 


OWEVER, St. Kilda has for 
H a long time been famous for 
its sheep. They Gould graze 
in the narrow glens and valleys 
and required no other feeding. It 
is a strange fact that the islanders 
never sheared or clipped their 
sheep but plucked them like geese. 
In their new homes in Argyll- 
shire, the St. Kildans will have 
an opportunity to try their hand 
at farming and the _ Scottish 
Board of Agriculture is awaiting 
the outcome of the experiment 
with interest. There is some 
doubt that the St. Kildans ever 
can shake off their old habits of 
life and become industrious agri- 
culturists, but they still have 
their sheep and fishing nets.

“And I believe a similar cam- 
paign would be successful in other 
Middle Western states. Although 
it is important to remember the 
perspective here in Wisconsin—a 
background of 40 years of the 
Progressive movement. And then 
we have a loyal following, built up 
through numerous campaigns.” 

“Do you think your father 
might have achieved the same re- 
forms and built up the same move- 
ment in another Middle Western 
State?"’ was another question. 

“I most certainly do. After all, 
the population elements are virtu- 
ally the same in Minnesota, Michi- 
gan, Ohio and, for th&t matter, 
Missouri. In fact, in Missouri you 
had a much larger influx of that 
fine German ‘48 movement than 
we had in Wisconsin. It is true 
that the Scandinavian element is 
important in Wisconsin. The Nor- 
wegian and the Swede both take 
naturally to politics. 

“The makeup of Wisconsin is 
not so different from Missouri. We 
have large manufacturing areas 
around Sheboygan and Milwaukee. 
And we have a large conservative 
element. But our conservatives 
are less conservative than yours. 
They have been constantly pushed 
farther and farther by the Pro- 
gressives. So that a Conservative 
in Wisconsin might seem a Pro- 


. gressive elsewhere. 


“And our Conservatives take 
their politics seriously. A num- 
ber of leading manufacturers 
spoke in behalf of Kohler during 
the last campaign. Every element 
in the State was aroused by the 
campaign. There is very little 
apathy or cynicism with regard to 
politics. I drew very large crowds. 
But the Kohler crowds were very 
nearly as large. We knew there 
was to be an enormous vote but 
we couldn't tell which way it was 
going, really, until the day be- 
fore when we telephoned all our 
workers. 

“The fight, of course, has just 
started. Monopoly control is 
tightenine here as elsewhere. Im- 


portant progressive legislation is 
to be introduced into the Legis- 
lature at the next session.”
